The 
Tories In the House of Lords meanwhile 
have postponed action on the Redistribution 
bill—a dodge which looks more like the 
scheme of Randolph Churchill than of. the 
Marquis of Salisbury, and are now holding it 
over the heads of the Liberals as a menace to 
compel them te give the required assurances, 
The deadlock is an interesting one as it 
stands, with the chances favoring the Tories, 
In the political bluff they appear to hold the 
strongest hand. 


Monry and foreign exchange were dull 
and unchanged yesterday... Investment se- 
curities were strong and in good demand. 
Stocks showed an advancing tendency and 
were at times very buoyant. The Chi- 
cago produce markets were tame Saturday, 
and generally easier after a little firnmess in 
grain at the opening. There was not much 
trading except of a local character, and the 
governing feature was a larger supply of 
material than the trade seemed to want. As 
compared with Friday pork closed 10 cents 
lower, lard unchanged, meats 714 cents low- 
er, wheat , cent higher, corn / cent lower, 
oats K cent lower, rye firm, barley and flax- 
seeds steady. For last week our receipts 
were greater than the shipments by about 
800,000 bushels in wheat, and less by 130,000 
bushels im corn. The packing of this city 
since the close of February includes 1,215,000 
hogs, against 868.000 to the same date last 
year, and 820,000 to do in 1883. The 
live-stock markets were active, with cattle 
firm and hogs 5 to 10 cents lower, though 
the latter closed strong at the decline. Sheep 
were steady. 


THE SUNDAY RACING NUISANCE. 

The bill which has been filed in the Supe- 
rior Court by the State-Attorney in behalf 
of the people to stop Sunday horse-racing at 
the Chicago Driving-Park will meet with the 
general approval..of all orderly and respect- 
able citizens, whatever views they may en- 
tertain on the Sunday question. A perma- 


| nent injunetion would not interfere with the 


proper or legitimate amusements of any per- 
son on Sunday, nor would it tnvade the 
rights of any class of citizens. The evil 
which the State-Attorney seeks to suppress 
is one which has grown out of the license 
granted by the present municipal adminis- 
tration to the lowest and most disreputable 
classes of the city to do as they please 
Sunday as well as every other day. It is an 
eyil which would de intolerable week-days 
as well as Sundays, and it should be stopped 
at once. 

The Sunday racing at the Driving-Park 
does not call out the same class.of people as 
attend the races other days, The crowd 
which goes out there Sunday is recruited 
from the scum of thecity. It is mostly made 
up of loafers, pimps, vagabonds, barroom 
brawlers and idlers, thieves, pickpockets, 
hoodluma, and prostitutes. In their going 
and coming they are boisterous, quarrelsome, 
and drunken. They occupy the boulevard 
to the exclusion of peaceable and quiet per- 
sons: ‘They invade’ private property, and 
threaten the owners if they remonstrate. 
Gambling is openly practiced on the 
and liquor is sold freely. The public peace 
is disturbed all the afternoon and evening by 
a noisy, drunken crowd of loafers Who 
swarm along the boulevard and into the adja- 
cent Garfield Park, which is turned into a 
place for the practice of licentious conduct 
and public prostitution. The lowest scum of 
the city, male and female, helds undisputed 
possession of ‘that section of the city, where 
it spends its time in carousing, debauchery, 
and in lewd, rowdyish, and drunken behav- 
ior, which has at last not only become an in- 
tolerable nuisance but an open invasion of 
the rights of the people living in that neigh- 
borhood and a source of actual danger. 

The Washington boulevard and the West 
Side parks were opened for the benefit of the 
people and were intended to supply them 
with a place where they might have rest and 
recreation Sundays. The improvements were 
paid for by ,the people for that purpose. 
Until these Sunday races commenced the 
boulevard was in use for quiet pleasure driy- 
ing and the park was the resort of working- 
people and their families as well as the gen- 
eral public. No one living in that vicinity 
was troubled, and people had a great breath- 
ing-place where they could spend the day in 
rational, sober enjoyment. Now all the con- 
ditions are changed. The boulevard and 
park, which were intended for the people, are 
given up to thousands of the most. disso- 
late and worthless vagabonds of the 
excesses, No workingman can take his fam-

There is net in the assertion of the 
gang that the new law cannot be legally sub- 
mitted this fall. The November election is 
both a State and a county election. A Su- 
perior Judge to take the place of Judge 
Smith fs to be elected, and he belongs to the 
judiciary of the State, and is in every sense 
a State officer. The Clerk ot the Criminal 
Court is likewise a State officer, and that 
office is to be filled this fall. Five County 
Commissioners are also to be chosen, and 
hence there will be both a State and county 

election in November. No better time can 
be found to submit the honest Election law 
to a popular vote. Let the people desiring 
honest elections. strike while the iron is hot. 

The new law which is now offered to the 
people for their acceptance embodies the 
main features Of the Tilden law, which has 
worked so well in New York since 1872, 
when it was passed. There is nothing ex- 
perimental about it. It has been tried and 
tested in all the large éities of New York, 
and there is no reason why it will not work 
equally well in Chicago. It is, ot course, be- 
ing opposed by the gang,” but the argu- 
ments they employ against it are nothing but 
sheer clapirap ‘and balderdash. The real 
reason of their opposition is that they know 
this law will make an end of the organized 
election frauds practiced in this city for six 
years past and insure the people hereafter an 
honest ballot and a fair count. No intelli- 
gent citizen should permit himself te be be- 
trayed into opposition to this law until he 
has given its provisions a careful and candid 
consideration. It will commend itself to 
every honest judgment, 

The new law will do away with the nui- 
sance of having to be registered every year. 
When the voter’s name is once on the list he 
need give himself no further trouble about 
the matter until the revision takes place be- 
fore each Presidential election or at the end 
of four years. Nor must the citizen lose 
houts of time crowding his way to the polls 
on a cold or wet day trying to get his vote 
in the ballot-box, as the precincts will be 
small and the votes polled without delay. 
There will be no more Van Pelt precincts of 
1,200 to 1,600 voters. The count will be 
brought inte the daylight and finished by 8 
or 9 o'clock, and will be conducted in such a 
manner that cheating will be practically im- 
possible. The judges will not be appoint- 
ed nor the canvass made by men who 
are themselves candidates, nor the dec- 
laration of the result postponed two 
months in order 
fraudulent manipulations. After honest votes 
have once been cast they will be honestly 
counted by impartial officers acting under the 
contro! of the courts. The increased number 
of polling-places will bring them within easy 
reach of every voter, and he can go to the 
polls and cast his ballot in a few minutes. It 
will not be necessary for him to wait uatil 
night, when. he may be able to spare an hour’s 
time fighting his way to the polls in the dark- 
ness and ainidst a crowd of brawling, swear 
ing, drunken Troughs.

Ex- Rebel Senator Vest’s recent eulogy of 
Jefferson places the father of Democracy 
higher on the pinnacle of fame than any 
other American statesman.” Indeed, it stirs 
the wrath of the Missouri Senator to have 
such a man as Alexander Hamilton named 


in the same breath with Jefferson, whom he 


regards as the greatest statésman of his own 
time or any other. The mere hint of. such a 
comparison induced the State- sovereignty 
Rebel to divide his oration in about equal 
parts of laudation of Jefferson and abuse of 
Hamilton, Mr. Ex-Rebel Vest evidently 
does not share Bayard’s idea that both of 
these men are to be honored as patriots and 
wise statesmen who labored in their day and 
generation for the good of the country. In 
their doctrines they were radically opposed, 
bot Vest got equal to the task of admiring 
fed care 

Like all indiscriminate eulogists of Jeffer- 
son, Mr. Orator Vest is fond of glittering 
generalities. He dwells on the authorship 


of the Declaration of Independence, although 


he would hardly claim that. the literary abil- 


ity displayed in that document would of itself 


prove Jefferson u greater political philoso- 
pher or practical statesman than any of: his 
countrymen.’ Certain disputed traditions as 
to Jefferson’s personal actions on particular 
accasions are taken as gospel, and without 
furnishing any ‘* bill of particulars” the ora- 
tor concludes. that the subject of his pane- 
gyric was the greatest of men. Why could 
not Mr. Vest be a little more definit atid fur- 
nish some specific ground for his boundless 
admiration ? 

Jefferson himself always declared that the

Flanagan was true to his convictions to the 
last. He held on to bis office until it was 
wrenched away from him, and this, too, in 
spite of the 130,000 ‘majority which his State 
gave for Cleveland. He could have resigned 
at any time, and he probably anticipated that 
the biow might fall at any minute, but he 
knew what he was there for, and determined 
that there should be no voluntary divorce be- 
tween him and the Collectorship. So he 
hung on until the blow came, and Flanagan 
was no more an officeholder. 

It is not surprising that Republicans should 
be removed from office in a State which gave 
Cleveland 130,000 majority. There are but 
few important offices to parcel out in ‘Texas 
and they are rather lean and thin, conse- 
quently the pressure to get them must have 
been terrific. Probably several thousand 
hungry Democrats were after Flanagan’s 
place alone. Itis surprising, however, that 
Flanagan should have been removed when 
his record is considered, He differed from 
all cther Republican officeholders in the view 
which he took of his duty towards office- 
getting and officeholding.. He was a distif- 
guished representative, inside of the Repub- 
lican lines, ot tite Jacksonian Democratic 
sentiment on this subject. The bitterest op- 
ponent of civil-service reform, the most in- 
veterate representative of the spoils sys- 
tem could not have voiced his opinions 
more pithily or epigrammatically than 
did Flanagan when he rose in his 
place in the Chicago Convention and 
inquired, *‘ What are we here for?” He 
put the Democratic spoils system in a nut- 
shell. From this point of view he was a 
genuine Democrat. Even Hendricks him- 
self has not stated the good old Democratic 
doctrine with more clearness or unction; and, 
more than this, Flanagan had the courage of 
his convictions which enabled him to enun- 
ciate this cardinal principle of Democracy in 
a Republican convention. Such a man 
should have been treated with consideration. 
The President should have saved him the 
humiliation of being removed by Manning 
and his official bouncer Higgins. His head 
should have been spared the ax. It should 
have been entered to his credit that he had 
the courage to enunciate the good old Demo- 
cratic principle in a Republican convention 
that the first duty of every real Democrat is 
te get office, and that he was consistent to 
the end in following that other Democratic 
practice of never resigning an office after it 
has been secured.

There was no soll to 
nourish them; they were not institutional 
growths. ‘The @ ational party and the dState- 
Sovereignty party have existed from the 
founding of the Government, and, while their 
names have changed, they remain essentially 
the same, They are the centripetal and cen- 
trifugal forces of the American political sys- 
tem. They are organized in fundamental 
and lasting differences of opiion. To one or 
the other of these parties all political opinion 
naturally tends, and between them they ex- 
haust the public questions of the country and 
leave nothing to permanently sustain any 
other party.

The Spanish Ministry bas resigned in conse- 
quence of the decision of King Alfonso to visit 
the cholera-infected districts. All shops and 
cafés have been olosed as a precaution against 
the cholera. The streets are filled with orderly 
crowds. 

The people of Madrid are greatly agitated 

: ‘over the proposed visit of King Alfonso to the 
_ “ebolera-infected district of Murcia. His mother, 
tms ex-Queen Isabella, tearfully asks the young 
King to remain in Madrid, urging that his duty 
to his country and people demands that he 
take every precaution to prolong his life for 
their welfare. The ex-Queen reminds him that 
bis constitution is too weak to bear the shock 
of the scenes of -horror which are to be wit- 
__° pessed in Murcia, the hot-bed of the 
_ gomirge. The Ministers also entreat his 
Majesty to remain in the Capital, and 
urge that if cholera has broken out in Madrid, 
as reported by several reputabie physicians, 
there is no reason why he should go to the in- 
fected provinces, as in a very short time, judg- 
ing from the experience of other cities, he wil! 
have plenty of scope to exercise his charitable 
purpose by visiting and cheering the sufferers 
of the Capital. Despite these pleadings King 
Alfonso insists on going, and remains obdurate 
% the wishes of his Cabinet. 
f panic in the Province of Murcia has 
grown to fearful proportions. So great was 
the exodus that the towns are aimost empty. 
£ven the authorities, with the exception of a 
gingie Prefect, have fied. 

Sulphur bonfires are burning night and day 
in the supposed infected quarters of Madrid, 
and almost every bouse in the city has been 
disinfected with phoenic acid. While the sani- 
tary authorities are carrying out their precau- 
tionary measures mobs frequently gather and 
attack the sanitary officials. The rioters are 
composed of the lower classes, who are bitterly 
opposed to all kinds of practical preventive 
measures and rely solely on prayers to keep 
off the dreaded scourge. 

THE SCOURGE BELT. 

The outbreak of chotera in the Provinces of 
Toledo and Barcelona shows that Spain is defi- 
nitly in for a terrible visitation of the plague. 
Hitherto the cholera belt ran falong the coast 
from Castellon south to Jativa, thence by unac- 
countable skips to Alicante, where the bulk of 
the cases occurred last year, and where it now 
reappears in its worst form, to Murcia and 
down to Cartagena. Some few cases occurred 
in the Province of Tervel, adjoining Castellon, 
but there was another skip to Toledo 
and Madrid. From June 6 official 
porta show 2,858 cases and 1,273 
deaths, including those of Thursday, on which 
day the deafb-rate was very high. Probably 
die real figures are 500 bigber. In Murcia 

many deaths have occurred within five hours. 
Little news gets to the outside concerning the 


less of @ panic than there was in the south of 
France or in Italy last year. There has been 
no outbreak of the plague in France yet, but 
it eannot be delayed much loager. The status 
of Ferran's vaccine operations seem to be this! 
They sre scientificaily ridiculed, but are of 
value because they reassure the pubic and 
prevent a panic.

SHELBYVILLE, III.. June —|Special.]— 
Twenty-five years ago Father Holding was 
a prominent member of the Illinois Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. He had 
an interesting family—an invalid wife, three 
sons, and two little daughters. Mr. Holding 
was a Kentuckian by birth and a Democrat 
from choice, but when the War of the Rebellion 
came on no one was more loyal than he, and 
when his two oldest sons—** Jim” and Bob 
—asked his consent to follow the flag bo gave 
them bis blessing, and, like the old Spartan 
that be was, he bade them go and serve their 
country. ‘They enlisted in Company B of the 
One Hundred and Fifteenth IIlinois Infantry, 
and before the regiment left for the front the 
father, to be near his soldier boys, asked 
fur and obtained Chaplaincy of the same 
regiment. However, the experience of camp 
life was too much for bis enfeebied frame, and 
in a few months he resigned and returned to 
his place in the conference. 

Jim Hoiding became a sergeant, and “ Bob” 
was detailed as clerk in the Commissary De- 
partment of the Second Brigade, First Division, 
Fourth Corps, of which the One Hundred and 
Fifteenth formed a part.

THE NEW CITY OF BRIDGES. 


DES MOINES PUFFED UP WITH PRIDE ON 
ACCOUNT OF THE VISIT OF THE INTER- 
STATE-COMMERCE COMMITTEE AND THE 
INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS GOING ON 
WITHIN ITS BORDERS. 

Des Motngs, Ia., Juve 20.—|Special.|—With 
the mercury at 90° in the shade the solid busi- 
ness-men of Des Moines are at this bour 
wrestiing with important questions on political 
economy while trying to enlighten the United 
States Senate Committee on Inter-State Com- 
merce. Des Moines feels proud of the fact 
that it has been selected as as one of the cities 
where sessions of the committee are held, and 
as the other places chosen are much larger it 
appreciates the distinction the more. Senators 
Miller of New York and Gorman of Maryland 
are absent, but Cullom, Platt, and Harris are 
doing the work and enjoying the honors 
of the commission. A number of business- 
men have appeared before the committee and 
given their views as jobbers and shippers. In 
order to hear both sides of the transportation 
question Mr. C. F. Meek, Superintendent of the 
Wabash, was invited to appear before the com- 
mittee. He gave the ciearest and most com- 
prehensive statement of the principles of traf- 
fic management from the standpoint of the 
railroads and the tairest statement of the s.tu- 
ation as between the railroads and the people 
that has yet appeared. This afternoon the 
Senators visit the Capitol and take a drive over 
the city. 

Yesterday the directors of the State Society 
met in this city and ratified the action of the 
Executive Committee in selecting grounds for 
permanent location for the fair. The directors 
have purchased a tract of 265 acres about a 
mile east the Capitol, and they will proceed at 
once to prepare it for permanent use. The 
city contributes $54,000 and the State $50,000, 
all of which will be expended at once in the 
purchase and improvement and beautifying of 
dae grounds. 

The City Council this summer is becoming 
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be said to have improved. There is more 
elasticity to hig step, his eyes appear brighter, 
and there is a bealthier and more refreshing 
tone to his countenance.

It is a perplex- 
ing question, especially to Dr. Douglas, the at- 
tending physician. It is probable that the 
Une will be drawn” at the foot of the piazza 
steps. Grant, when on the piazza, sits near 
the bead of these steps. Sympathuzing 
friends file past with uncovered heads 
and return the General’s military salute; but, 
when some thougbtiess person essays to ap- 
proach nearer the invalid, Sergt. Willett con- 
fronts the intruder with a polite but impera- 
tive refusal. ' 

The General passed the best part of the fore- 
noon indoors and within his own room, where 
he rested in a chair. Shortly after midday he 
made his appearance on the eastern porch, 
where he was soon buried in the perusal of the 
morning papers. About the middie of the aft- 
ernoon be was the recipient of a number of 
boquets, several of them being presented 
by delegated representatives of organiztions 
located here and elsewhere. The General re- 
mained out in the open air till almost 
sundown, when he partook of liquid nourish- 
ment, after which his throat was regularly 
looked after by Dr. Douglas. The weather to- 
day bas been fine and warmer. The attending 
physician said early this evening; be Gen- 
eral bas passed one of the most comfortable 
days since he come upon the mountain, and I 
guess we will all get some sleep tonight.” 

The swelling at the Geperal’s throat is of 
unusual prominence, while the interior of the 
throat is not materially different from its con- 
dition gthe day the General Srrived. He has 
during the day required much less attention by 
the doctor than usual. 


A QUIBT FORENOON. 

Mount MacGregor, N. L., June 20.—Gen. 
Graut did not sleep as well as usual last night, 
the intervals of waking being more frequent. 
Dr. Dougias was calied once to clear the Gen- 


eral's throat after he had taken food. Thie 


forenoon the General's Voice was ciear and bis 
pulse 68, full, strong, and regular. ‘The Gen- 
eral did not appear today on the piazza until 
noon. He had dozed much through the fore- 
noon, and sought thus to recover the sleep lost 


by the breaks of wakefulness during the night. 


A PLEASANT INCIDENT. 
Almost as soon as Gen. Grant had taken his 


chair on the piazza a lad, who beaded a délega- 


tion of twenty children from the Saratoga 


High-School, ascended the steps, bearing in his 


bands a large bouquet, and advancing to where 


the General vat the young spokesman for the 


party delivered a carefully-prepared declara- 
tion of welcome and sympathy. As he finished 
he handed the flowers to the General, who 
rose, and, bowing to the children, faintly 
smiled, and signified a desire that Dr. 
Dougias should thank the children for 
their greeting and their token. The 
physician did so in pleasant words of 
thanks, which he said the General would be 
glad to say himself if he could speak to them, 
which was not possible in his condition. The 
General was not a little touched by the inci- 
dent, as the interest of children throughout 
bis sickn@ss has more deeply affected him than 
the more imposing remembrances of friends 
throughout the country. The little party of 


children trooped down the steps well pleased 


and gladdened, returning to Saratoga on the 

12:80 train, that had waited just below the cot- 

tage for them to conclude their presentation. 
TESTING HIS OWN STRENGTH. 

It was stated in the dispatches. Thursday 
that, after his long walk Wednesday, Gen. 
Grant's mind was distraught. Though this ex- 
pression was casually employed, there was a rea- 
son for its use, which constitutes an imporant 
feature in the case, and, when taken in 
relation with other facts then given, furnishes 
the key to the whole disturbance that so 
alarmed those hear the General. While the 
General sat upon the piazza Wednesday after- 
noon he pondered upon his own case and con- 
dition. He had already been more than 
hours in his ; mountain 
quarters. To him it seemed that the 
bad effects of the journey from 
New York bad been wéli-nigh overcome by the 
better air and cooler. temperature. He rea- 
soned that with these improved conditions he 
was at least as well as when be left the city, 
and perhaps better. Thus weighing and con- 
sidering bis situauon, Gen. Grant reached a de- 
termiuahon to put bimself to a test. He would 
try his feeble powers and convince himself 
as to his own strength or debility. He desired 
a certainty. The last time, excepting one, 
when the General waiked in New York, was 
to Madison avenue up the slope to Sixty-sev- 
enth street and back to bis house. As he sat 
on the piazza and thought, Wednesday after- 
noon, he gazed toward the eastern brow of the 
mountain and lad out for his trial 
a pathway about equal to this; per- 
baps the distance to the biuffs was 
a little more, but that should be the more a 
test. Then he arose from his chair, summoned 
Harrison to attend him, and started. Progress 
was tiresome. The slope was a little sharper 
than that between Sixty-sixth and Sixty- 
seventh streets on Madison avenue, He 
paused at times. He was weary when

The test had been conclusive to the General.

New Tonk, June 20.—(Special.|—At the 
time when Gen. Grant decided to make a bar- 
gain with Mark Twain, the principal of.the 
firm of Webster & Co., to publish his War book, 
instead of carrying out an understanding with 
the Century Company that they should issue 
the work, the situation was somewhat compli- 
cated by the fact that Grant had already con- 
tracted to write & certain number of articles 
for the Century Magazine, The rapid progress 
of his disease rendered it unlikely that he 
could even complete the book, to say nothing 
of the other matter; and be said that he 
bound to keep the prior engage- 
ment before proceeding with tthe later 
one, notwithstanding bi eagerness to 
leave the book as an income-producer 
for his wife. Under these ciroumetances a 
compromise was tixed up by Mark Twain and 
Roswell Smith, President of the Century Com- 
pany, the terms of which were that the arti- 
cles to be provided for the mugazine should 
appear first in that periodical and then form 
part of the forthcoming volumes. Under that 
agreement duplicate copy of these papers 
was given to the editor of the 
Century to de published during the 
summer and early fall, and to Webster & Co. 
for stereotyping and printing in tne history, 
which was not to be put onthe market until 
the winter. A substantial frustration of this 
mutual bargain bas come, Webster & Co. got 
up an agents’ dummy or order-book, in itself a 
volume half an inch thick, and containing sam- 
ple ohapters and pictures selected from 
the work for the use of - ¢an- 
vassers. in soliciting subscribers. <A 
newspaper reporter called to get information 
on the subject, and Webster, who is a relative 
of Mark Twain by m gave to bim one 
of these small books, from which, of course, 
be made a comprehensive articie, the sub- 
stance of which was therefrom telegraphed to 
the press of the whole country. Webster de- 
clared that he bad no idea the reporter would 
so utilize the materiai put into bis hands. The 
Century foiks’ survrise was undoubted, and 
their indignation, too, for the published ex 
tracts included most of the matter which was 
to have first been seen by their magazine's 
readers.

Should the work prove less popular than an- 
ticipated, Mark Twain's fortune would suffer 
a depietion, for his cotfidence was so great 
that be made an offer which no regular pub- 
lisher felt like competing with. Twain says 
that he knows what he is about in issuing the 
book by subscription, and is making no mis- 
take.- All of his own productions have been 
bandied in that way, and he believes 
he has made more money in conse- 


wider fame. His ‘plan is to 
his business so as to have nothing else on hand, 
and then to bend every energy to’ the one 
project. He will in this case employ canvrasse- 
ers by the thousand, beginning six months be- 
fore the volumes are ready for delivery. Asa 
matter of fact, all booksellers will get a supply, 
by hook or crook; but the agents will assure 
their victims that the only possible way to ob- 
tain Grant’s book is to subscribe in advance. 
The expectation is that not less than 5,000 
drummers will go out, and if each selis only 
one book the result will be a bigger sale than 
the average successful work attains.

Badeau’s “Life of Grant,” for instance, 
reached but 3,000, and Cable’s last novel ex- 
ceeded that by only a thousand. These are 
called good figures in the trade.

In 
Grant's headquarters Stephens took. off the 
coat, and revealed himself the slender and in 
every way diminutive man he had been rep- 
resented to be.

The peace commission went up 
on the York River to see Lincoin, and a few 
days later the President came down to meet 


Grant.

THERE CAN BE A SUCCESSFUL CONTEST. 

Mr. Joba N. Jewett made the following au- 
thoritative. statement toa TAU 
yesterday afternoon concerning the contest: © 

„The committee appointed Saturday last has 
been considering the question of contesting the 
result of the late city election. We have bad 
several interviews in respect to that, and are of 
opinion, from information received and deemed 
reliable, that the contest can be successfully 
maintained, involving, first, a recountof the 
votes polled at the municipal election, and, sec- 


ondly, a contest of the election on the ground 


of fraudulent voting. Preparatione in a gen- 
eral way are in progress lookmg to such a con- 
‘test. The comm. ttee, however, does not desire 
to be premature in commencing the proceed- 
ings, nor todo so witbout full assurances of 
support as to the expenses of the contest and 
the probably successful outcome thereof. 80 
far as the committee is involved in this contest 
there is no partisan spirit or disposinon 
to proceed otherwise than for the correction 
of mistakes and frauds. The desire of the 
committee would be by the proceeding either 
to establish or set at rest the oomulaints which 
have been publicly made through the newspa- 
pers that f:auduient voting and traudulent 
canvassing had resulted in the seating of offi- 
cers u ho were not entitled honestly and fairly 
to occupy their seats. When the contest is in- 
augurated it will be done for the purpose of 
proving or disproving these general rumors, 
and of vindicating the reputation of the City 
of Chicago as a place where elections can be 
fairly and honestiy held, and results fairly and 
honestly announced. The committee appointed 
has appointed a committee on finance, and it is 
expected there will be no failure in that re- 
spect. Such a contest of course necessarily 
involves an expenditure of money like any 
other lawsuit of such magnitude and impor- 
tance. The committee appointed by the citi- 
zens does not expect to be responsible for these 
expenses.” 

Mr. Jewett refused to state who had been de- 
termined on as counsel, but intimated that the 
suit would be commenced the latter part of 
this week. 

The papers in the contest in fact, are already 
prepared. Mr. Green, who has had charge of 
this matter, has worked very industriously and 
he has been ably assisted by Mr. Forch, an- 
other active young lawyer. Each charge of 
fraud is set forth specifically and in detail by 
ward and precinct, beginning with the First 
Precinct of the First Ward and wind up 
with an Eighteenth Ward precinct. The 
charges and specifications are voluminous, 
covermg about eighty pages of legal-cap in 
typewriting. When the documents are read 
over, perfected, and examined in a few days 
by other attorneys, they will be princed and 
the originals filed inthe County Court. Mr. 
Green bas spared no pains to make them as 
perfect as possible, and Judge Smith and the 
committee have the most perfect confidence in 
his ability.

AMUSING THE FRENCHMEN. 

The overworked *‘ Marseiliaise,"’ which has 
been floating through the city streets without 
rest since the Isere arrived with the big statue, 
drove the birds from the trees in Washington 
square this afternoon and settled wearily over 
the biaring brass trumpets of forty perspiring 
musicians. Inspector Steers placed two lines

In front of the stand six of the distinguished 
Frenchmen who came over with the statue of 
Liberty sbook hands with a great many per- 
sons, and appeared to. be very much delighted 
with the scene around them. Admiral La- 
combe shared Gen. Shaler’s .sun-umbrella; 
Commander Parzait took in Commissioner Pur- 
roy's ample avoirdupois while he listened to an 
explanation of the workings of the New York 
Fire Department, Inspector Daxoench de- 
lighted Capt. de Saune by talking to him in the 
purest French. ! 

BRAVERY REWARDED. 

The gathering seemed to be without any pur 
pose until Mayor Grace made bis appearance. 
Then a brigade of the fire department in dress 
uniform stood up in file befere the platform 
and touched their bats respectfully to the 
Frenchmen, Mayor Grace advanced to the 
front of the platform with two jeweler'’s 
cases in his hands. Two firemen step 
ped from the ranks and came within 
arme“ reach of him, One was Foreman 
John Binns, of Engine Company No. 2, and to 
him Mayor Grace, on behalf of the Fire Com- 
missionera, awarded the Bennett medal for his 
heroic action in rescuing. the .boy Castigan 
from the St. George's Fiats the. 7th of April, 
1884. In less than a year from the date men- 
tiened. Foreman Binns, then a private, 
has been promoted through all the 
grades of the service until he 
is now in command of a company. 
Foreman Binns took off bis hat to thunders of 
applause, and waiked away with all the flowers 
he could carry. The second case was banded 
to David Connor, Foreman of Engine Co. No, 
24, who received the Stephenson medal, he be- 
ing the oldest mem ber of the department in time 
ot service.

STYLES ' IN ICE-CREAM. 


TRIMMINGS OF BUTTERINE, ACIDS, r. 
THE DIFFERENT PRICES. 

Now that the season of Sunday-schoo! pic- 
nics and similar festivities has arrived, it will 
interest the public to know that ice-cream can 
now be obtained in this city at a merely nom- 
inal charge. Instead of a piece of pie with 
every 15-cent meal the shanty restaurants 
now offer the gratuitous attraction of oe 
cream ad lid.,“ whieh, being interpreted, means 
a heaped-up saucerful. They can better afford 
this. Pie costs money. 

It is to be remembered, however, that there 
is ice-cream and ice-cream. The principal! in- 
gredients of the one are ice and cream; the 
other is the same, except that the cream is 
omitted. Ice-skim-milk-and-corn-starch-and- 
acetic-acid-and-butterine ’’ ds quite tvo 
long a name for every-day use, and 
so the ice-cream men just cail all their ie 
cream” ice-cream without regard to the qua- 
ity thereof or the accuracy of the title. Not 
that ail ice-cream men make all kinds of ice- 
cream—dguite the contrary. Nor do they charge 
the same prices for the same alleged varieties 
quite the contrary again. 

Guileless Sunday-sechool superintendents 
should be very careful not to get into the 
wrong ice-cream shop. Of course the first ob- 
ject of a picnic organizer is to get supplies at 
the lowest possible igure. He may go to the 
restaurant be usually gets lunch at-—that is, if 
he is experienced in the picnic businese—and 
order his twenty or thirty gallons of ice-cream. 
Ten chances to one he will be charged at least 
$1 a galion. Maybe, if he makes a bar 
gain, he will get it tor seventy-five 
cents; whereas, if be knows where to go 
he can get hie icecream for 25 cents a 
gallon, or even less. Not two blocks from Tus 
TRIBUNE Office there is an ice-cream manufact- 
urer who has the brazen effrontery to charge 
$8 a gallon for his. ice-cream, while on the 
same street, not ten minutes’ walk off, ane can 
get the same ice-cream for 25 cents a galion, 
regular price, delivered, That is, ice-cream of 
the same name. 

A briet paragraph in a local monthly ‘gives 
the snap away to some extent. It says ‘a 
noted Chicago ice-cream manufacturer is pre- 
pared to supply Sunday-achbool picnics with 
ice-cream ”’’ made from the tollowing recipe: 

To five gallons of skim-milk, costing 20 cents, 
add half a pound of oleomargarine, a pound of 
eorn-starch, half an ounce of gelatine, and the 
requisite glucose and flavoring. 

** Price twenty-five eents a galion. What is 
the use, says the writer, of enacting laws 
against butterine, weep they can be evaded in 
some new way en In what way the 
manufacture and sald of this ice-cream would 
be an evasion of an anti-butterine law, did 
such a law exist, the writer fails to explain. 

But be is mistaken In several respects. That 
is not the way ice-cream is made. It is much 
simpler. Bight gallons of skim-miik costs 30 
cents; to thie ia added about haif a dozen eges, 
ripe, but not too ripe; six pounds of eiucose; 
about 5 cents’ worth of a tart flavoring, made 
chiefly from acetic acid; theu get the r 
to work, and the result is about fourteen gal 
lous of the finest ** New York ice-cream’ ever 
served behind the curtaing of adago-shop. It 
could be sold and delivered at 20 ceuts a gallon 
and pay a handsome profit. 

There is the trifling drawback that these arti- 
ficial flavorings which must of neovssity be 
used in all cheap ice-cream may occasional! 
poison a picnic party. The acid unites wit 
the metal of the ice-cream cans, and if it gets 
time enough forms a corrosive sediment that 
is a deadly poison. And it must be confessed 
that when a picnic party is poisoned it throws 
agreat damper on the pleasure of the om 
casion. 

Both the $1-a-gallion and the $3-a-gallon ice 
cream men claim to use only pure 
cream and genuine flavors. Where 
the difference of + price comes in tt 
is hard to determine. The $3 man says bis ice- 
cream costs bim over $2 4 galion and submit- 
ted the reporter a mass of figures to prove bis 
case. The $1 man figtred it out clearly that 
he could use genuine cream, genuine copper 
bottomed vanilla beans, at $10 a pound, and ail 
the other simon-pure - flavorings, and give the 
cream at that price or even less. 

But the 25-cent man is the one Chicago can 
boast about. Probably within a week or two 
the city will be doing a large export trade in 
ice-cream, with a special line of refrigerator- 
cars for the St. Louis market.

New York, vune 20.—([Special.}—This morn-

brewery had been seized in hie house at No. 
553 West Forty-first strebt, was brought before 
United States Commissioner Griffith and 
waived examination and was ‘held in $5,000 
bail for trial. The affidavits on which the war- 


named, and recite that about a week ago Chief 
Drummond had his attention called to a stamp 
used by brewers on their barrels which ap- 
peared to be counterfeit. The stamp is issued 
by the Government, and on quarter-barrels is 
worth 28 cepts. Chief Drummond sent the al- 
leged counterfeit to Washington for inspection, 
where it was pronounced fraudulent. The 
stamp bore the face-mark of Valentine Loewer, 
and Collector Friedman and Agent Brooks took 
an active interest in the matter on account of 
the apparent fraud committed on the revenue. 
Two charges were made, one of violating the 
internal revenue laws, and the other 
of using a counterfeit stamp. When the 
raiding party reached the brewery they 
found a wagon with eighty-four kegs of 
beer standing in the yard ready to go 
out. Every stamp on the eighty-four kegs was 
bad. In the cellar 250 barrels were discovered 
bearing counterfeit stamps. About 600 fraud- 
ulent stamps were found in a desk fn the office 
of the brewery. It was alleged that the gte at 
which the stamps were bought was i. for 
each 12,000. As these would be worth $8,000 the 
loss to the Government is readily seen. Loewer 
has been in trouble before with the United 
States authorities on charges of using washed 
or cleaned stamps. 
SPEED THE PARTING ONES,

3 und the prominent citizen then gave his 


information. It required, he said, from 390 to 
400 pounds of ice to pack a body, although only 
about one-third of this amount was actually 
consumed. This left the undertakers, atter the 
interment of the corpse, with a great deal of 
upconsuniéd ice upon their hands, which the 
majority of them had no way of preserving. 
The citizen alleged the funeral directors sold 
this ice to the smaller grade of saloon- 
keepers and the proprietors of one-horse 
jce-cream saloons, who used it fo 
mixing drinks, soda-water fountains, freezing 


_ -ereams, and other purposes. Large quantities 


ot the mortuary ice found its way into districts 
occupied by the poorer people, as the under- 
takers sold it a great deal lower than tho ice- 
dealers could.

There was a 
written contract between the parties, and the 
onus was upon the defendant to prove that the 
plaictiff had made false representations.” 
Hl. W. T. Ellis, acting as Judge of the Di- 
vision Court recently. on the same statement of 
facts, made a decision the reverse of Judge 
Horn’s, and held that it was incumbent on the 
publisher to prove his circulation. There is

A REMARKABLE LIFE. 


HOW AN ALMOST COMPLETELY PARALYZED 
MAN EXISTED FOR THIRTY-SEVEN YEARS. 
Utica (N. ¥.) Observer: The life of John D. 

Williams, whose death Wednesday has been 
announced in che Observer, was a most remark- 
able one. In 1847, after attending the wedding 
of E. 8. Brayton, in Utica, be caught cold on 
a Hudson River steamer by sleeping between 
damp sheets, and became a victim of inflam- 
matory rheumatism. He suffered for some 
time, but rallied until be was able to come to 
Utica. After his return he was caught in a 
shower and chilied and his affliction returned 
with greater force than ever. Paralysis fol- 
lowed, both sides becoming affected. He be- 
came unable to move a muscle, except those 
of his eyelids, and dumb and blind. 

Dr. Theodore Dimon reported the facts to E. 
8. Brayton, who was one of the most intimate 
friends of the deceased, ana he became much 
interested in his case. He remembered the re- 
cital in Dumas’ Monte Cristo” of the in- 
vention of a little girl whose father wus a 


paralytic, affected very much like Mr. Will- 


jams. She told him to wink once when he 
meant yes and twice when he meant no.“ 
When he or she had other than affirmative 
or negative communications she would 
spell out the words by mentioning 
letters of the alfabet until the right 
one was reached, and by putting them 
together their wishes were understood. This 
system was adopted by Mr. Williams’ friends, 
and by patience and perseverance the wants of 
the sufferer were made known and relieved as 
far as possible.

gentiemen have held public positions, The 
public qualifications of those who have béen in 
office are well enough known for that friendly 
and cursory consideration which befits the ami- 
able stage of an anti-convention canvass. Gen. 
Carr does not know whether he will be nomi- 
nated because be is a Catholic, or denied nom- 
ination because he is not a Prot 
estant. His unquestioned and deserved 


popularity as a meritorious soldier has been 


mixed up with a canvass for bim on the express 
ground of his religion. 
THE FREEDOM OF WORSHIP BILL. 

The contradictory action of his party on the 
Freedom of Worship bill has also hurt the 
especial canvass for him. At the beginning of 
the session of the Legislature to every promi- 
nent Catholic was malled a copy of the Free- 
dom of Worship bill, with this caption: In 
troduced in the Senate by Senator Frederick 8. 
Gibbs, Republican; introduced in the Assem- 
bly by Assemblyman James W. Husted, Re- 
publican. Compliments of Joseph B. Carr, 
Secretary of State.“ After all that, the Re- 
publicans defeated the bill. The boom 
for Gen. Carr thus became a boomerang. Since 
then Denis McCarthy’s candidacy for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor on the ground that he is a 
„nominal Catholic” bas eiso hurt Carr, and, 
while at first it was presumed to be a ruse for 
Carr, 1t is now seen to bearival and hostile 
act. Mr. McCarthy will have a solid delegation 
from Onondaga County. Ex-Controller 
Ira Davenport has gone to Europe, to 
be absent until after election. He 
is a Congressman-elect, and wants no other 
office. When near the close of bis term as 
Controller a blood vesicle burst in his brain. 
He nearly died. He is better now, but exact- 
ing duties would insure his complete collapse. 
He would not take a nomination for Governor, 
for fear he might be elected. His doctor con- 
trols his future. 

“BUSINESS” REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES. 

Mr. George B. Sloan is a moderate business 
Republican. He is always amiably but never 
seriously mentioned for Governor Mr. 
Drexel is a retired broker. He gave 
the editors of the Interior a big 
dinner at Niagara on the occasion of the State 
Editorial Association meeting there. Before 
that he took a job-lot of editors of rural papers 
to the New Orleans Exposition. He owns the 
cottage he has very kindly loaned to poor Gen. 
Grant. He is wealthy, generous, good-natured, 
and is pleased with those who assure him 
he is “just the man for Governor.” 
Mr. Cannon is a merchant and a Union League 
politician. The “business Republicans and 
the Repubhoans who man business could 
both unite on bim. He is not a candidate in 
the newspapers; but there are those who be- 
lieve that the men who can make nominations 
are agreeing on him. Gen. Tracy’s friends are 
„ about his omission to decide whether 

e will stand asa candidate or not; Mayor 
Low’s friends are embarrassed with the ques- 
tion of whether he could get the Kings County 
delegation or not. Mr. James D. War 
ren is the owner of the Buffalo 
Commercial.Advertiser and Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee. If Governors 
could be made without elections he would be 
accounted eligibie. As it is, he is doubtiess 
not obliged to those who use his own word 
“Monkey around such an impossibility as 
am.” 

PRESIDENT WHITE OF CORNELL. 

Ex-President Andrew D. White of Cornell 
University no sooner puts off the harness of 
college labor than admiring friends name bim 
for Governor.

THE SHANTY COLLAPSED, 


A CARROL AVENUE HOUSE FALLS, KILLING 
ONE BOY AND INJURING THREE OTHERS. 
Yesterday noon carpenters began tearing 

down the two-story frame building No. 180 

Carroll avenue, owned by Daniel Ahearn, who 

lives at No. 124 North Peoria street. The 

building bad been occupied up to about a week 
ago, when Abearn was notified to move 
the structure off the lot as the owner wanted 
it. No. 180 fronts on the approach to the Hal- 
sted street viaduct, and the building, to bring 
it to a level with the sidewalk, was hoisted ou 
stilts about twelve feet high. When the car- 
penters stopped work at 6 o’clock they had 
taken off the roof and torn out the front of the 
house. A crowd of boys had annoyed 
them during the afternoon by steal 
ing the wood and carrying it off. 

Mr. Abearn sent his son Chariie over to stop 

them, and the iad asked three companions to 

keep him company. ‘They bad entered the 
building and were seated or standing about 

when the whole structure gave way with a 

crash and precipitated the boys to the ground 

beneath. The noise of the failing building, 
the cloud of dust and plaster arising, 
and the cries of the boys called a large 
crowd of people to the spot, who as soon as 
possible dug the boys out of the ruin, The 
supports bad given away, leaving the floor flat 
on the ground and on this the boys were lying 
covered by the walls, which had failen in from 
two sides. James F. Kelly was found dead io 
the centre with a beam lying across bis neck, 
which was broken. He was badiy bruised all 
over his body.

They make wonderful improvements in distill- 
ing machinery and bring the costs down to 
hundreds where it is at present up in the thou- 
sands, Plans were also left giving a new pro- 
cess for rectifying, all of which had been prac- 
tically illustrated by the old man in his experi- 
ence. His works show that he must have had 
remarkable abilities as a chemist, alsoas an in- 
ventor. Asaninstance of the value of his 
plans it is stated that a prominent -gentieman 
offered Mr. Schertz, the holder of the plans, 
$8,000 for them and he refused because he 
thought they were worth more to himself, and 
he would get them patented. 


The progress of science during the last bun- 
dred years has been receiving a practical illus- 
tration at New York, off Port Morris. In 1780 
the British frigate Hussar sunk at the spot with 
a million sterling on board, which was to bave 
been used for paying arrears due to the British 
troops. A few unsuccessful attempts have 
been made from time totime to recover the 
money, but it is only quite lately that the fali 
resources of science have been turned to the 
task. The Hussar is under ninety feet of 
water and is covered by a mass of mud and 
stone to a further depth of some sixty feet. 
When ail this has been drilled through there is 
to be an elaborate arrangement of suction 
pipes, powerful enough to draw up stones four 
inches thick, and if these fail a large pipe five 
feet in diameter will be sunk to the true bot- 
tom of the river for men to work in. The in- 
evitabie company—the Treasure-Trove Com- 
pany ’’—which bas the job in band, looks confi- 
dently to strike gold within a short time. 

A London paper of June 3 says: News has 
arrived in South Shields that the barque Aurea 
of Sunderland, which left the Tyne some 
months ago on a treasure-seeking expedition 
to the Island of Trinidad, is about to return 
after an unsuccessful trip. On arriving at the 
island it was found to be exceedingly difficult 
to land, and that any attempt must be fraught 
with great danger. After iying off for two 
days, it was resolved to attempt a landing in 
the Aurea’s small boats, and two of them were 
got out for that purpose. The boats were 
manned and left the vessel, but had not pro- 
ceeded far before one of them was capsized. 
Fortunately no lives were lost, and the crews 
landed on the island after a rough trip. A 
thorough searci was commenced, the gold- 
seekers staying on the island for eighteen days 
in search of the treasure, but without success. 
In consequence of the difficulty of communi- 
eating with the vessel those on shore were very 
short of provisions, and for part of the time 
bad to live on turties or anything else that 
could be caught. At the end of the eighteen 
days the searchers again rejoined the Aurea, 
which set sail for Trinidad, where a cargo is 
being shipped for England.

A HUSBAND'S FEARFUL JHALOUSY. 


IT RESULTS IN THE MURDER OF HIS WIFE 
AND HIS SUICIDE—THE DOUBLE TRAGEDY 
PERFORMED BY SHOOTING, 

PirrssurRG, Pai, June 20.~-(Special. — The 
historic Village of LogstoWn, situated on the 
Pittsburg & Lake Erie Railroad about twenty- 
three miles from this city, experienced a terri- 
ble double tragedy this morning. Just as the 
Pittsburg & Lake Erie Railroad train which 
passes the place about 8:30 o'clock was draw- 
ing up to the statich à cFowd of persons was 
seen rushing to the house ef James R. McKes, 
a well-known resident of the hamlet. Ina mo 
ment word was brought to the passengers on the 
train that McKee had shot his wife and then 
himself. A number of friends hastened to the 
house. On the porch, overhung by creeping 
vines and bléoming flowers, lay the murderer 
whéotiscious, but still breatning heavily. Mo- 
Kee was bleeding terribly, and blood was on 
the porch and along the wa'k. A great pool in 
the Wash-louse surrounded the body of the 
wothah, and another showed wheré the mur 
dérer had first fallen. The body of Mrs. Mo- 
Kee, attired in a neatly-fittiig calico wrapper, 
lay in the wash-house. From the left temple 
oozed a dark giréam:; She was already dead. 
Friends threw a sheet ever the body 
and it was lott Where it had 
fallen. The revolver lay where it 
had been dropped by McKee. McKee was 
in his shirt sleeves, and had torn the bosom 
of the shirt open with beth hands as he fell. 
He was a man about 43 years old, and for years 
had worked on @ farm at LogstOwn Station, 
near Allequippa. His wife, Emma, was a decid- 
edly attractive woman, about 38 years old. 
Both had been married te former partners. 
Mrs. MeKee had two dauguters by her first 
husband. The husband and wife have for a 
lotig time been living vory unhappily. Mrs. 
McKee was of a lively disposition, and was 
seen at nearly every picnic at Allequippa 
Grove. The husband objected, and con- 
tention followed. Yesterday a col- 


ored organization of Pittsburg held a- 


picnic at Allequippa,which Mrs. McKee attend- 
ed in the evening; her house being situated 
near the grounds. She was seen in the company 
of a well-known Pittsburg & Lake Erie passen- 
ger conductor, who had stopped for the picnic. 
When Mrs. McKee returned %home she and her 
husband bad a quarrel, and, as one of the 
neighbors states, McKeé drove her out of the 
house, She returned for the night, but this 
morning at an early hour the quarrel was re- 
sumed, The two were evidently in the wash- 
house when the shvoting occurréd. At 8:30 
Mrs, McKee went to the wasb-housge, followed 
by her husband. It was wen he drew «a 
44-calibre revolver and shot ber. The bali en- 
tered her left tenipie and lodged in the 
brain.

A ballot of the members of the Board of 
Trade will be taken Tuesday, June 30, on the 
petidon to discontinue the afternoon session 
during the months of July and August, The 
present indications are that the proposed 
change will be defeated, as the President, most 
of the directors, and the bulk of the younger 


signers of the petition have already taken a 


second thought on the subject and now de- 


clare that they will vote against the measure. 
A good deal of the opposition to the adiournh- 
ment of the afternoon session is based upon 
the fear that the Open Board will not follow 
suit inthe matter. That board is almost ex- 
clusively composed of che same class of men 
as those on the big board who are op- 

to afternoon closing, and there is 
really no show for a ourtailment of trading 
hours there. One promivent member of the 
. rewular board, in conversation with President 
Blake yesterday, said that, sheuld the ballot 
result in the discontinuance of the afternoon 
seesion during July and August, he proposed 
to buy a membership in the Open Board. A 
large number of the wealthier members of the 
board look with disdain on the idea of 7 * 
serious opposition from the Open Board or 
other outside trading concerns, but those in- 
tent on building up business object to trading 
facilities being lessened in dull times, and re- 
gard such opposition as that of the Open Board 
with a measure of concern.

. BCHOOL BOOKS. 
AN ALLEGED SYNDICATE OF PUBLISHERS. 

A TRIBUNE reporter beard the expression 
yesterday. The text-book sy ndicate,”’ and not 
understanding the reference applied to a prom- 
ment firm of booksellers for information on 
the subject. The information obtained is in- 
teresting and is as follows: 

The business of publishing school text-books 
in the United States is in the hands of about 
twenty tirms, of which all but two or three are 
members of a syndicate which was formed 


about three years ago by four firms: A. 8. 
Barnes & Co., Ivison, Blakeman & Tayior, and 
D. Appleton & C., New York, and Vau Ant- 
werp & Bragg, Cincinnati, O., all among the 
heaviest firms in the business. Last year the 
syndicate was reorganized, ana now embraces 
nearly ali the firms of the country, including 
the follow add: tional. ones: Taintor Bros. & 
Merrill, Sheidon & Co., Harper Bros., Clark & 
Maynard, Potter, Ainsworth & Co., . Univer- 
sity Pubiehing Company, and Ginn & 
Heath, New York; E. H. Butler & Co. and 
Cowperthwaite & Co., Philadelphia. The cap- 
ital of the firms in the syndicate is, at a low val- 
vation, between twelve and fifteen millions. 
The two largest firms which have refused to 
euter the syndicate are Porter & Coates, Phila- 
delphia, and George Sherwood & Co., Chicago. 

The syndicate was formed for the purpose of 
preventing reduction in prices by competition, 
and of crushing out competition where it was 
possible. The agents of one firm do not work 
against the agents of other firms in the syndi- 
cate. If any publication of one syndicate firm 
is replaced in a school by the publications of 
another syndicate firm, the firm going in pays 
a fixed indemnity to the firm going out. The 
amount of the indemnity is not exactly known, 
but is supposed to be about equal to a sum 
estimated to represent three years’ profits 
on that work in the school where the 
change takes place. As an instance, Well’s 
Grammar was replaced in the city schools 
about two years ago by Greene's Grammar. 

former is published by Ivison, Blakeman 
& Taylor, the latter by Cowperthwaite & Co. 
The indemnity paid was about equal to the 
estimated profit on the sale of the work to the 
city schools for three years. 

Among other points in the general pian of 
the syndicate it professes to destroy all second- 
hand publications, in order that new ones shall 
be bought at full price. So, too, when a change 
is made in text-books the new ones are put in 
at full price, instead of what is called the in- 
troductory”’ price. In this way scholars are 
obliged to pay full prices for the books from 
the start.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH—STATE STREET BRIDGE—

Bids were opened yesterday for the La Salle 
street steps to the City-Hali.

The public schools close this week, discharg- 
ing thousands of pupils who have never en- 
joyed the benefits of the Public Library to 
anytbing like the extent comprehendea in the 
scope of that institution. It is believed by 
members of the Board of Education and by 
Librarian Poole that successive generations of 
pupils from this time on will be much more 
fortunate in this regard. The recommenda- 
tion introduced last Wednesday night and ap- 
proved by the board will, it is hoped, destroy 
the obstacies which have hitherto stood in 
the way. By the terms of the new 


Public Library will be furnished to the Princi- 
pais of the various schools, which blanks shall 
be signed by the parent or. guardian of the 
calid and shall contain an agreement to bold 
the Board of Education harmless from any loss 
by reason of its guarantee.“ On these terms 
the board undertakes to pay for all books lost. 
destroyed, or stolen by the children. An esti- 
mate based upon figures furnished by Mr. 


curred fixes it at about $75 a year, or one-haif 
of 1 per cent of the value of the books cirou- 
lated. The board also undertakes to gather 
and deiiver the books at the various school 
a at a probable yearly expense 
of $250. 

This leaves the children privileged to use 
the library on the easiest possibie*terms.

Ia terror the gir! cried out for help, 
which came in the shape of Brennan. He 
found Mrs. Teiyea stopping the girl's out- 
cries with her hand. He interfered and 
the woman gave bim a good drubbing 
with her parasol. The janitor did not knock 
her down, but seized her bands and forced her 
to sit down on the sidewalk until a patrol- 
wagon arrived. I wish I had cut her throat! 
exciaimed Mrs. Telyea, when she saw the case 
going against ber. This is the sevond attempt 
Mrs. Telyea bas made to abduct 
Ada, and the second failure is recorded. 
She has decided to appeal to the courts. There 
she. will meet with vigorous opposition. Mr. 
Hoffman, the uncie of the child—who will have 
attained her 10th birthday Aug. 1—expresses 
bis determination to contest the case to the last 
extrem ty.

The controversy as to the Dolphin resolves 
itself into a difference of opinion between the 
Naval Advisory Board of seven, which planned 
and su perintended every detail ot construction 
of the Dolphin. and the Advisory Board of 
three appointed by Secretary Whitney to in- 
spect the work. There are some naval officers 


who think that the Advisory Board of seven is. 


composed of quite as competent and experi- 
enced persons as the Advisory Board of three. 
In addition to that, the Advisory Board of 
seven does not rest under any suspicion of 
heiping to contribute to any political end, 
Naval officers say that the Advisory Board 
isintelligent and efficient; that its members 
have given years of study to the subject, and 
have reputations at stake. In accepting the 
Dolphin it is claimed that they rendered a de- 
cision as emphatic and conclusive as a vote by 
ali the officers of the navy or a decree of any 
examining board that could be convened.

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HOW HICKS PASHA DIED. 
THE STORY OF THE DESTRUCTION OF 12,000 
MEN TOLD BY AN BYE-WITNBESS. 

Col. Colborne, who was at ome time attached 
to the staffor Gen. Hicks Pasha, sends to the 
London Datly News an account of the destruo- 
tion of that unfortunate officer and bis entire 
army ef about 11,500 men. This account was 
narrated by one of the very few survivors of 
the massacre, & boy of HN. who was a slave of 
Mohamet Bey, an Officer in Gen. Hicks’ army. 
The narrative, as taken down from the boy's 
words, is in part as follows: 

It was early dawa when we marohed from 
Shat. We plunged into the desert, having 
turned our backs on the Nile that the greater 
part of our eo:diera were te see no more. They 
had commeneed their last march—the march 
from which there was to be no returfiing. No 
more would they greet the rising sun. With 
backs turned to the east every step they 
traced on the sand led to the suuset—the sun- 
set of their lives. We now cocasionally saw 
the enemy in the distance—in scatiered 
groups in front, on our flanks—and we pet- 
ceived, too, they were gathering in our rear; 
but when the cavairy were sent out against 
them they Vanished like mist in the morning 
sun; but they were dogging our footsteps like 
wild beasts do their prey—siowly, but sdrely. 
We used to shell them and fre the Kruvs at 
them, Fram Skat we went to the wells of 
Ragshah, from El Repebah to Helet Bonues. 
We always kept two squares a day's march 
apart. When Hicks Pasna's square, consisting 
of 6,000 men, left that place Alladeen Pasha's 
force, consisting of 6,500, occupied the posi- 
tion. We now marched to El Juama; from this 
to Al Agafia. 

At length we reached Lake Rahad. This is a 
large swamp, with pools of water; there is Al- 
ways water bere. It is on elevated ground, and
